It is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Vermont:  4 

Sec. 1.  CHARTER AMENDMENT APPROVAL 5 

The General Assembly approves the amendments to the charter of the Town 6 

of Springfield as set forth in this act.  The voters approved the proposals of 7 

amendment on November 3, 2020. 8
